latest retail plan 


PROPOSALS to build a 
shop on half of New¬ 
market’s Market Square 
are set to be opposed by 
town councillors. 

The scheme, planned by 
Centenary Investments, the 
operator of the town’s 
Guineas shopping centre, 
faced objections when the 
town council development 
and planning committee 
discussed it on Monday 

Coun Bill Burch, the mayor, 
said: “All the upheaval of this 
development will finish New¬ 
market as a market town. 

“We want to improve the 
market and this won’t help at all.”

Centenary is proposing to site 
the 16,000 sq ft shop on two floors 
next to the existing Marks and 
Spencer store. It will leave half 
the Market Square for the town’s 
twice-weekly market. 

The scheme is a response to 
opposition to an earlier plan to 
build shops on the whole Market 
Square. 

Coun Charles Drakeley, who 
chairs the development and 
planning committee, said: “It’s 
taking the market away 
piecemeal — half now and half 
later.” 

But Coun Jane Bailey said the 
Market Square needed improv¬ 
ing. “We need to make it a nicer 
area,” she said. 


“These are the people who hold 
the lease (for the shopping 
centre), if we don’t give them 
something they’re not going to 
spend money on improving it.” 

Coun Burch said: “There’s no 
point in trying to compete with 
Cambridge and Bury St 
Edmunds. People have come to 
me and have said: ‘We mustn’t 
lose our Market Square.’” 

The issue will be discussed 
again by the full town council on 
July 23 which will decide whether 
to object to the scheme. 

The same meeting will also 
consider another controversial 
town centre development in 
Newmarket. 

Reef Estates are proposing to 
build a shop and 36 apartments 
on the Technical Institute site at 
the junction with Fred Archer 


Way and Fordham Road. A 
similar plan ran into opposition 
last year and was eventually 
withdrawn. 

The town council development 
and planning committee is 
opposing the scheme on grounds 
of “over-development” and pot¬ 
ential traffic problems. 

Coun Bill Sadler, secretary of 
the neighbouring Conservative 
Club, said the club was opposed to 
the scheme. 

A second phase of the scheme 
has indicated a redevelopment of 
the club itself which dates from 
1892. 

The town council’s views on 
both schemes will be considered 
by Forest Heath District Council, 
the planning authority, when it 
decides whether to grant plan¬ 
ning permission.

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Police warn elderly to beware bogus callers 


PENSIONERS were given the 
latest advice on beating bogus 
doorstep callers at a safer 
neighbourhood team briefing. 

Distraction burglary was a 
major topic discussed during a 
visit by police to Newmarket’s 
day centre for the elderly on 
Monday. 

Police officers from the New¬ 
market north safer neighbour¬ 
hood team will visit the day 
centre, in Fred Archer Way, 


every three weeks. 

At future meetings, they will 
be covering topics including 
crime prevention, personal 
safety, the Police Direct system, 
reporting anti-social behaviour 
and winter security. 

On the subject of distraction 
burglaries, Pc Dave Osterburg 
said: “The message to house¬ 
holders is if you are in doubt 
about a caller to your property, 
check them out. 


“Bogus callers often knock on 
the doors of the elderly and 
vulnerable claiming to be some 
type of official in order to gain 
access. 

“Once inside they will 
distract the householder, some¬ 
times with the help of an 
accomplice, and steal items of 
value and money.” 

He said unexpected callers 
should be kept out of the house 
until their identity was checked 


- ideally with the company they 
claim to be working for. 

He added: “Never allow 
yourself to be pressurised by a 
caller who states it is an emer¬ 
gency.” Anyone concerned 
about a caller should call the 
police on 999 straight away.

Move to urge traders to 
rid town of plastic bags 


TRADERS are being urged to ban 
plastic carrier bags to help the 
environment. 

Newmarket Town Council has agreed to 
follow the example of Modbury in South 
Devon, where plastic carrier bags have 
been effectively outlawed. 

The town’s deputy mayor, Coun Chris 
Turner, won unanimous support from 
fellow councillors when he proposed that 
they should lead the way and ask all shops 
in the town to stop giving out plastic 
carrier bags. 

Modbury, which has received national 
acclaim for its campaign, has produced its 
own recyclable or environmentally-friendly 
bags as alternatives to plastic ones. 

The campaign there was started by 
wildlife camerawoman Rebecca Hosking, 
who was appalled at the plight of marine 
wildlife - particularly young albatrosses 
which die from eating plastic from 
discarded bags.

Now all 43 shops in the small Devon town 
have stopped using plastic bags and more 
than 60 other towns have asked for advice 
about how they can also stop using plastic 
carrier bags. 

In Newmarket, the town council has 
agreed to write to all local shops asking 
them to stop using plastic bags. 

Coun Turner said: “This is an issue that 
is very dear to my heart. I believe we as a 
town council can take the lead in an issue 
like this. It’s a green issue and a growing 
trend.” 

He said some of the supermarket chains 
with stores in Newmarket, such as Tesco, 
Waitrose and Marks and Spencer, were 
already introducing policies nationally to 
reduce the automatic issuing of plastic 
bags to shoppers. 


But he said more could be done. “If this 
is successful there are all sorts of things 
that can follow on,” he said. 

Coun Bill Burch, the mayor, was not 
optimistic that the campaign would 
succeed. 

“If we could convince the shopping 
public to refuse plastic carrier bags then 
we would be successful - but don’t hold 
your breath,” he said. 

Support for the move has come from Val 
Stedham, who runs Moon’s Toymaster in 
the town and is a member of the 
Newmarket town centre association. 

She said: “As president of the Toy 
Retailers’ Association, we have just been 
talking about these issues of packaging. 
There is so much packaging in toys these 
days that I have been thinking of having a 
plastic bag-free week where I would also 
shred and recycle packaging. 

“I think Coun Turner is right. We have 
got to start thinking about these issues.”

Night club rapped for its 
‘heavy handed’ door staff 


TIGHTER licence condi¬ 
tions have been imposed 
on one of the region’s 
biggest nightclubs after 
councillors heard that 
“heavy-handed” door staff 
had abused police officers. 

But Terry Lake, boss of De 
Niro’s in Newmarket, said he 
intended to lodge a formal 
complaint to the police. He told 
councillors a clampdown on the 
club was only triggered after an 
off-duty policeman was thrown 
out by bouncers. 

A review of the club’s licence 
was called for by the police after 
a rise in complaints by 
customers about “over zealous” 
door staff. 

Statements presented to 
Forest Heath District Council’s 
licensing sub-committee gave 
detail of complaints about 
violence used by doormen and 
documented detailed occasions 
when police officers were sworn

at and abused by bouncers. 

The three-man sub-committee 
made a requirement for better 
CCTV coverage in the club. The 
new equipment has to be 
installed by December 1. The 
sub-committee also ordered that 
the club’s security contractor 
should be registered with the 
Security Industry Authority by 
January 1. 

Sergeant Liam Garrard told 
the sub-committee that boun¬ 
cers “overlooked the value of 
communication” and resorted 
to force to eject customers 
judged to be causing trouble. 

He said there were 22 
informal complaints and 13 
formal complaints about the 
club’s door staff between 
October and December last 
year. 

Sgt Garrard added: “Door 
staff at De Niro’s attract

criticism that is in stark 
contrast to other premises in 
areas I have worked, which 
includes Bury St Edmunds and 
Haverhill.” 

He said there had been no 
court convictions of any of the 
door staff, although evidence 
had been passed to the Crown 
Prosecution Service in some 
cases. 

Mr Lake told the sub¬ 
committee the level of com¬ 


plaints was not excessive given 
the club’s capacity of 1,500 and 
its usage by around 300,000 
people a year. 

He said: “Our crime rates are 
quite low. Certain elements of 
the police disrespect our 
doormen.” 

He told the sub-committee an 
off-duty police officer had 
threatened to have the club 
closed down after he was 
thrown out for fighting. 

After the sub-committee’s 
ruling, he said: “It should not 
have come to this. I believe the 
council has reinforced our view, 
but I still believe there are 
questions to be asked about the 
police investigation. 

“I’m considering a separate 
complaint against the police.” 

Chief Insp Stuart Sedgwick 
said: “The review process was 
the absolute last port of call. We 
need to work with De Niro’s to 
make sure Newmarket is a safer 
place.”

Traffic expert to advise on road safety for horses

TRAFFIC experts have been 
called in to recommend safety 
improvements for racehorses 
and their riders in Newmarket. 
The issue was brought to the 
fore with a collision between a 
car and a horse in December 
which resulted in the death of 
the horse and serious injuries 
for the rider — one of the 
town’s most experienced 
stable workers. 

It has been traditional in 
Newmarket, as Britain’s 
headquarters of horseracing, 
for traffic on the road to give 
way to horses. 

Now racehorse trainers have 
called for new measures to 
improve safety at points where 
some of the 2,500 horses in 
the town have to cross the 
road on their way to and from 
the gallops. 

Jockey Club Estates, which is 
responsible for Newmarket’s 
4,500 acres of exercise 
grounds, has been considering 
the issue for several months. 
William Gittus, managing 


director, said: “Just recently we 
appointed a highways 
consultant, EAS Transport 
Planning Ltd, to consider 
solutions for each and every 
horse crossing in Newmarket 
and to submit a report to us. 


“Furthermore, in co-operation 
with Suffolk County Council 
highways department, we are 
testing a number of surfaces 
which may be suitable to 
replace those that are currently 
in place on the horse crossings. 


Talks will be held with the 
Newmarket Trainers 
Federation as well as the 
police, county highways 
engineers and Forest Heath 
District Council. 

Mr Gittus said he would also 


welcome “constructive 
suggestions” from anyone with 
an interest in the issue.

Father, 36, jailed for 
indecent acts on web 


A FATHER-OF-TWO 
who tried to expose 
himself to an 11-year- 
old girl over a webcam 
has been jailed indef¬ 
initely 

Barry Jacobs, who had 
amassed a stash of 51,000 
indecent pictures of child¬ 
ren on his computer, was 
still logged on and wearing 
just a dressing gown when 
police arrived at his Burwell 
home to arrest him. 

The 36-year-old, who has 
two daughters of his own, 
believed he had been 
exposing himself to the 11- 
year-old, but in reality he 
had been flashing at under¬ 
cover police who had taken 
over the youngster’s com¬ 
puter. 

Further investigation 
after his arrest turned up 
51,562 indecent photographs 
of young children — the 
largest collection Camb¬ 
ridgeshire police have ever 
dealt with. 

Hundreds of the images 
were of the most serious 
level of child pornography. 
There were also 137 videos, 
some depicting hideous 
scenes of depravity. 

Last week, Jacobs — 
whose wife and parents sat 
in the public gallery — 
sobbed quietly in the dock at 
Cambridge Crown Court as 
he was sentenced to im¬ 
prisonment for public pro¬ 
tection, banned from owning 
computer equipment or a 
mobile phone in future and

disqualified from ever 
working with anyone aged 
under 16. 

Branding him a serious 
risk to children, Judge 
Gareth Hawkesworth told 
him he must serve a 
minimum of three-and-a- 
half years in jail — minus 
the 290 days he has already 
served — but he will not be 
released until the Parole 
Board considers it safe to 
free him. 

The carpenter, of Fel- 
sham Chase, Burwell, con¬ 
tacted the girl on the 
internet last spring and 
began three-months of sex¬ 
ual ‘grooming’, Sara Walker, 
for the prosecution, told the 
court. 

Dubbing himself “Bazza 
the Semtex”, he began 
chatting about the girl’s 
school and sport, and later 
set up the webcam. 

He once met her by 
chance and gave her his 
mobile phone number. 

When the youngster’s 
computer became blocked 
her mother tried to sort it 
out, saw some of the 
messages her daughter had 
received and called police. 

Last August an under¬ 
cover police team from 
Cambridgeshire Police’s 
Child and Domestic Abuse 
Investigation Unit moved in 
and began posing as the 
child. Long conversations 
began between the parties,

and Jacobs “offered to show 
her his if she would show 
him hers”. 

During one session, 
Jacobs, in just a dressing 
gown, zoomed the camera 
onto his genitals. 

In addition to the huge 
stash of child pornography 
on Jacobs’ computer, police 
discovered a “vast quantity” 
of adult pornography, some 
of it featuring sexualised 
images of women’s violent 
deaths. 

Handing letters from 
Jacobs and his mother up to 
the judge, along with char¬ 
acter references, Sarah 
Vine, mitigating, said his 
marriage was over despite 
his wife’s presence in court. 

She said: “He has ruined 
his life. He has ruined his 
marriage. He has ruined his 


career. He has probably 
ruined his relationship with 
his children. He has ruined 
his standing in society. I 
doubt there is anything the 
court can do to make him 
feel any worse than he does. 
He is plainly in need of a 
great deal of help.” 

Passing sentence, Judge 
Hawkesworth told Jacobs: 
“This offending shows a 
troubling pattern of escal¬ 
ation from adult porno¬ 
graphy of a sickening kind 
to making and possessing 
images of children, some 
being exposed to sadistic 
conduct, followed by a leap 
of voyeuristic activity to an 
attempt to engage a child in 
sexual activity. 

“The corrosive effects of 
pornography are clearly 
demonstrated in your case.” 

It was to Jacobs’ credit, he 
said, that he admitted all the 
charges — two of attempted 
sexual activity in the 
presence of a child and 17 
involving the making and 
possession of child porno¬ 
graphy. 

Afterwards, Detective 
Sergeant Tim Underhill, of 
the Child and Domestic 
Abuse Investigation Unit, 
said: “This case shows it is 
the intention of Cambridge¬ 
shire police to make the 
county a hostile environ¬ 
ment for paedophiles.” 

“It is important parents 
know what their children 
are doing on their com¬ 
puters.” 


Flat appeal rejected 


PLANS to build 23 flats on 
the site of a garage have 
been turned down. 

A planning inspector dis¬ 
missed an appeal against 
the refusal of planning 
permission for 23 flats in 
three blocks to be built on a 
garage site at Cricketfield 
Road, Newmarket. 

The inspector, Malcolm 
Rivett, who heard the 
appeal by Ivan Hughes and 
Barbarulah Ltd, in May has 
ruled that occupants of 
some of the flats would 
have their windows over¬ 
shadowed. 

He said, in his report: “I 
consider the likely harm to 
the living conditions of the 
potential residents of the 
development itself is of 
overriding importance. 

“By virtue of this harm I 
agree with the council that 
the proposal would con¬ 
stitute overdevelopment of 


the site and should not, 
therefore, be allowed.” 

He also expressed con¬ 
cern over proposed 
“amenity areas” outside the 
flats which would also be 
overshadowed and would 
allow people to look into the 
ground floor bedrooms of 
the flats. 

The site lies between a 
horse transport business 
and the railway close to 
Newmarket Town football 
ground. 

Forest Heath District 
Council has already indic¬ 
ated that it would be willing 
to approve a scheme for 18 
flats — subject to a legal 
agreement. 

The council had also 
expressed concern about 
the potential of the flats, 
and cars parked there, 
becoming a target for 
criminals. But the inspector 
disagreed.

Family GPs 
may locate 
at hospital 


FAMILY doctors could be 
based at a hospital after a 
government minister 
makes a ruling about its 
future. 

Two of the three GP practices 
in Newmarket have expressed an 
interest in moving to the town’s 
hospital site in Exning Road. 

MP Richard Spring has called 
for a quick decision about the 
hospital’s future. 

It has been referred to 
Secretary of State for Health 
together with other plans for the 
future of health services in West 
Suffolk which include contro¬ 
versial hospital closures in 
Sudbury. 

But Mr Spring has complained 
that it is now nearly four months 
since the issue was referred to 
the Secretary of State, by the 
Suffolk health scrutiny 
committee. 

He said: “This prolonged wait 
is leading to increasing 
uncertainty for the dedicated 
doctors, nurses and health staff 
at Newmarket Hospital as well as 
the patients and their friends and 
relatives. 

“There is a genuine consensus 
between the health professionals,

politicians and local people about 
retaining the valuable rehab¬ 
ilitation services at Newmarket 
Hospital with an expansion of 
beds and services. Yet bureau¬ 
cratic delays must not place

“Newmarket Hospital is a 
valuable local resource in the 
community and the future of 
services there cannot be left in 
limbo indefinitely.” 

Carole Taylor-Brown, chief 
executive of Suffolk Primary 
Care Trust which runs the 
hospital, told Mr Spring that 
plans for the future of the 
hospital include developing a day 
surgery centre as well as 
outpatient services in partner¬ 
ship with the private sector. 

At the same time the 
possibility of GPs being based at 
the hospital was being pursued. 

She said a local planning group 
would be involved in developing 
services at the hospital. But the 
process is currently on hold 
awaiting the Secretary of State’s 
decision.

PIONEERING woman 
priest Canon Christine 
Sindall is retiring after 20 
years in the Church of 
England. 

Canon Sindall was one of the 
first female deacons in Camb¬ 
ridgeshire and one of the first 
women to be ordained at Ely 
Cathedral after the Church 
controversially agreed to allow 
women to join the clergy 

She was also the first woman 
rural dean in the Ely diocese 
and was the Bishop of Ely’s 
adviser on the women’s ministry 

For the past 11 years she has 
been rector for the parishes of 
Cheveley Ashley Kirtling and 
Woodditton, near Newmarket. 

A farewell service will be held 
for her at Woodditton church 
tomorrow at 3pm. 

Although Canon Sindall faced 
some opposition as one of the 
first women to join the priest¬ 
hood, she succeeded in winning 
round most of the critics. 

She said: “There will always 
be those for whom it isn’t right. 
But even now I get people 
coming up to me to say: T’ve 
changed my mind.’ 

“Far from threatening the 
structure of the Church many 
people feel that women priests 
have enriched it. 

“We didn’t expect we would go 
into rural parishes so quickly. I

was one of the first women 
priests to come into a rural ben¬ 
efice. Most of the congregation 
stayed and most of them subseq¬ 
uently told me that they found 
enrichment. 

“We live in such a rapidly 
changing society. But people cling 
to tradition and I can understand 
their reluctance to change.” 

Canon Sindall, 64, who was 
originally from West London, 
came to Ely as a librarian and 
was a lay member of the dio¬ 
cesan synod - the church coun¬ 
cil. Her first appointment after 
becoming a deacon in 1987 was 
as non-stipendiary curate for the 
parishes of Sutton, Mepal and 
Witcham. 

She was in Cambridge’s par¬ 
ish of The Ascension between 
1989 and 1996, first as curate 
and, after her ordination, as 
team vicar. 

She has had close links with 
Cheveley Primary School, where 
all the pupils gave her farewell 
messages at a special assembly. 

Canon Sindall and her hus¬ 
band Denis, a former technical 
officer with East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council, are mov¬ 
ing to Northumberland.

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Speed cameras yet 
to click into action 


THE AM’s controversial 
new speed cameras are 
still not officially click¬ 
ing, police have told the 
Weekly News. 

The cameras, which will 
calculate drivers’ average 
speed over a 14-mile stretch of 
the road between Cambridge 
and Huntingdon, were due to 
become operational in early 
May. 

But testing has not yet been 
completed, police say - and 
there is still no firm date for 
when they will be switched on. 

Motorists passing the cam¬ 
eras have noticed that some 
have been clicking as if they 
are working, but this is just 
part of the testing process. 

A police spokesman told the 
Weekly News: “The cameras 
are not yet operational, and it 


could be a week or even two 
weeks before they are. 

“It’s important to make sure 
they are completely right 
before they are switched on. 

“When they are ready, we 
will make a public announce¬ 
ment so that people know 
when they will be working.” 

More than 30 of the new 
cameras have been installed 
along 14 miles of the A14 bet¬ 
ween Girton and the Spittals 
interchange near Huntingdon. 

Operational control of the 
cameras will be handled by 
Cambridgeshire Constabulary 
and the Cambridgeshire and 
Peterborough Safety Camera 
Partnership. 

The cameras, meant to curb 
accidents and ease congestion, 
log the registration number of 
a passing vehicle, pick up the 
same vehicle several miles on 


and work out its average 
speed, but critics claim they 
could cause accidents as driv¬ 
ers switch lanes to avoid them. 
■ Traffic on the A14 will soar 
if expansion plans for the port 
facilities at Felixstowe and 
Harwich go ahead, a retired 
Cambridge engineer has 
warned. 

Clive Bowyer said: “The plans 
to expand the ports must surely 
change the present calculations 
for the future capacity of the 
A14, and in my view the plan¬ 
ners must have another look at 
the road scheme. 

“The A14 is already sat¬ 
urated - and we seem to be 
sleepwalking into even worse 
congestion.” 

Mr Bowyer believes separate 
road facilities may be needed 
to accommodate all the extra 
container lorry traffic to and 
from the ports.

C-Class: Arrival of the fittest 


IF Darwin had ever failed to 
get to the Galapagos islands 
he could quite easily have 
founded his theory of 
evolution by studying the 
development of the 
Mercedes C-Class. 

Over the years the car has moved 
imperceptibly from one model to 
another. But when you get a faceful 
of the new C-Class which is just 
going into the shops, you may find 
it a complete non-event. You’ll 
probably walk round it and ask: ‘So 
what’s different?’ 

The answer is quite a lot. It is not 
until you see a row of C-Class 
pictures taken down the centuries 
that you realise just how much it 
has changed. In its latest 
incarnation the C-Class comes in 
three basic forms - the SE, the 
Elegance and the Sport. The SE is 
what you might call the entry-level 
model, the Elegance is a step up and 
the Sport, which is designed to edge 
the range towards the younger and 
more vibrant driver. In general C- 
Class cars tend to go towards the 
more conservative end of the 
market and now Mercedes wishes 
to cultivate the younger owner with

perhaps more sporting aspirations. 

Overall the new C-Class is longer, 
wider and higher, which is itself a 
good recipe for progress. And 
apparently 95 per cent of it is 
recyclable! 

The engine range remains very 
comprehensive with both diesels 
and petrol units which have been 
improved in consumption, power 
and, in most cases, emissions. 
Petrol units are of course very 
quiet and smooth but the diesels 
have the advantage of better fuel 
consumption and a most relaxing 
way of delivering power without 
having to fiddle with gears unduly. 

Road behaviour is also an 
improvement. On the Sport you can 
get quite a firm ride but most other 
models are able to offer reasonable 
levels of ride comfort while 
retaining sharp handling. 

An important addition across the

range is the introduction of a hill 
start system. Mercedes was heavily 
criticised for its “foot” handbrake 
when it was introduced because you 
needed three feet to successfully 
move off uphill. Now, with the car 
in gear and the foot brake pressed, 
you get just over a second to get 
your foot across to the accelerator 
before it starts to slide backwards. I 
found it really useful. 

An exceptionally light braking 
effort - allied to brakes that auto¬ 


matically dry themselves out when 
wet or even prepare themselves for 
an accident - means that inching 
forward in traffic needs delicacy. 
The problem is not so acute with 
the excellent automatic gearboxes. 

BASICALLY...

design being put to good 
use. The height is slightly 
reduced, by 12mm, 
keeping plenty of head 
room and improving the 
handling. 

With an excellent 
safety rating expected, 
seven airbags to be fitted 
as standard, and 
competitive performance 
the new 308 will be a 
serious player in the 
tough market.
